OF TRUSTEES 

Board Will Petition United States Gov¬ 
ernment to Establish Bulkhead 
and Pierhead Lines 


All the members of the City Board 
of Trustees were present at its meeting 
last Monday night. 

A communication was received from 
the South City Lot Company asking 
if surveys were being made in Peck’s 
subdivisions in this city. Clerk Hinith 
was instructed to inform that com¬ 
pany that Peck’s lots were not in¬ 
cluded in the official survey. 

Albert T. Smith, driver of the 
spripkling wagon, reported that 522 
loads of water, of 600 gallons each, 
had been used to sprinkle the streets 
and automobile boulevard since the 
wagon was put in operation. 

A committee was selected to investi¬ 
gate the proposition of petitioning the 
United States Government to make 
surveys to establish bulkhead and pier¬ 
head lines along the waterfront of this 
city, asked for further time, which 
was granted. Most likely the board 
will prepare such a petition and au¬ 
thorize its being sent to the proper au¬ 
thority at the next meeting. 

A prior petition in reference to the 
same matter had been prepared, signed 
by South City Dock Co., Crocker 
Estate Co. and South San Francisco 
Land and Improvement Co., and sent 
on to Washington. 

Superintendent of Streets Kneese 
was authorized to have a new cover o( 
four-inch planking placed on the 
bridge on the Mission Road, near 
Baden Crossing. 

Several claims against the city were 
given their tirst reading and referred 
to the finance committee. 

Clerk Smith was instructed to write 
to Attorney Henry Ward Brown 
Brown in reference to preparing an 
ordinance providing for the taking 
over by the city of the local 
fire apparatus, which heretofore has 
been under the control of a Board of 
fire commissioners. 

The clerk was also instructed to ask 
the local water company to make all 
its water hydrants uniform, so that 
the sprinkling wagon hosa can be at¬ 
tached to them. 

D. Clements was appointed pound- 
master, vice H. Jaeger, resigned. He 
was requested to prepare a suitable 
bond and qualify at the next meeting 
of the board.

Some applications for licenses from 
Menlo Park liquor dealers were grant¬ 
ed with the understanding that if it is 
shown later that the State law pro¬ 
hibiting the sale of liquor in that town 
is effective the licenses will be revoked 
and the dealers rebated the balance 
due them. 

A petition signed by J. B. Seivers 
and other residents of Han Bruno ask¬ 
ing that that town be provided with a 
lockup was read, and, upon motion of 
Supervisor Coleman, seconded by 
Blackburn, accepted by the board and 
referred to Supervisor Casey. 

Mr. Seivers, who is the deputy con- 
j stable at San Bruno, spoke in favor of 


the petition, declaring that the lockup 
was a necessity. 

A petition, signed by A. A. LoReaux 
and others of Han Bruno, asking that 
the board take steps to form a street 
lighting district at San Bruno, was 
presented. The proposed lighting dis¬ 
trict boundaries correspond with San 
Bruno Park School District bound¬ 
aries. Later in the day Attorney 
Bullock advised that the petition was 
invalid, the boundary lines having 
been attached to the petition after the 
petitioners had signed their names. 

A similar petition was presented 
providing for a lighting district at the 
Crocker Tract, on the Mission Road, 
near Hillcrest. 

Final action in the matter was laid 
over until the following Wednesday at 
a special meeting. 

The application of J. W. Coff'roth of 
the Sunshine Athletic Club for a 
license to conduct boxing exhibitions 
at the Mission-street arena, near the 
county line, was taken up and granted 
unanimously by the board. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Coleman, 
the surveyor was directed to make 
measurements of portions of the county 
road to enable officers to ascertain the 
speed of automobiles and arrest viola¬ 
tors of the speed law. 

Upon motion of Blackburn, seconded 
by Chairman McEvoy, the J. J. 
O’Brien Construction Company was 
authorized to substitute Herringbone 
lath for Clinton, to be used in the court 
house building, at a saving to the 
county of $162.60. 

J. C. Nealon, secretary of the com¬ 
pany, explained the necessity for 
using the Herringbone lath. 

In the matter of installing a direct 
communicating telephone system in 
the new courthouse, the board, upon 
motion of Supervisor Casey, seconded 
by Supervisor Blackburn, accepted the 
offer of the Pacific Telephone Co. 

The following resolution in the in¬ 
terest of good county roads was intro¬ 
duced and adopted upon motion of 
Supervisor Blackburn, seconded by 
Supervisor Casey: 

Whereas, The Board of Hu per visors 
of Han Mateo county recognizes the 
need of good wagon roads connecting 
all parts of the county; and 

Whereas, The present method of 
building the same cannot accomplish 
the desired results; and 

Whereas, The Legislature of the

What has become of the prop¬ 
osition for a Union High School

The expenditure of $12,000,000 
in the near future by the Southern 
Pacific Company for a network of 
suburban electric railroads on this 
Peninsula will certainly affect 
business conditions materially on 
this side of the Bay. 


The law requires that the peti¬ 
tion to be presented September 20th 
to the Board of Supervisors of San 
Mateo County for road improve¬ 
ment under the Act of 1907, must 
be signed by freeholder electors of 
this county, and that the number 
of signers shall be at least 10 per 
cent of the total vote cast for 
Governor at the last general elec¬ 
tion. 


The new tariff law' has been 
passed and signed by the Presi¬ 
dent and Congress has adjourned. 
Now that the tariff is settled for 
the present, and business men know 
how to make estimates for future 
cost and prices, it may be reason¬ 
ably expected that business will 
become more active and times bet¬ 
ter throughout the country. 


The movement begun in this 
county for road improvement 
under the County Highway Act 
of 1907, is a good movement and 
it is to be hoped that it will suc¬ 
ceed. 

The petition should be circulat¬ 
ed throughout the county to 
make sure of the required number 
of freeholder signers. On Sep¬ 
tember 20th, the petition must be 
presented to the Board of Super¬ 
visors. 

The new law provides a practi¬ 
cal, efficient and economical plan 
for general and systematic road 
improvement. 

The sooner the people abandon 
the old plan and adopt the new 
the better for the taxpayers and 
every one else.

PENINSULAR 
RAILWAY COMPANY 
FILES ARTICLES 


The filing of articles of incor¬ 
poration and consolidation in the 
county clerk’s office at Redwood 
City last Tuesday on the part of 
the Peninsular railway company 
revealed a plan to cover the bay 
regions of the state with 'a net¬ 
work of electric roads. The recent 
spurts of construction develop¬ 
ment by the Southern Pacific and 
the plans now outlined show a 
strong desire on the part of the 
company to entrench itself against 
the coming encroachments of the 
Western Pacific. 

The work outlined will give the 
Peninsula as well as the eastern 
bay regiou one of the most com¬ 
prehensive systems of electric roads 
in the state. On this side there is 
hardly a city or hamlet east of the 
coast range that the road will not 
touch, the contemplated outlay 
for construction and equipment 
being placed at $12,000,000. 


GOOD ROADS MOVEMENT 


Douglas S. Watson and Win. T. 
Garrett of San Francisco appeared 
before the San Mateo’ County 
Board of Supervisors last Mon¬ 
day in the interest of good roads, 
and through their efforts a resolu¬ 
tion was adopted by the board set¬ 
ting September 20th next as the 
date for the presentation of peti¬ 
tions signed by the freeholders of 
the county asking the board to call 
a special election for tne purpose 
of voting bonds to build modern 
highways in different parts of the 
county. 

The Peninsula Promotion League 
will take an active part in the 
movement, and W. J. Martin, its 
president, who has just returned 
from a business trip to the San 
Joaquin Valley, will call a meet¬ 
ing of the league in a few days. 
The meeting will be held at San

MOUNTAIN VIEW 
BOARD OF TRADE 
GIVES BANQUET 

The local Board of Trade at Moun¬ 
tain View, Santa Clara County, gave a 
very enjoyable banquet to its members 
and invited guests from the various 
cities of the Peninsula laSt Saturday 
night. 

A few minutes prior to the banquet 
those present assembled in Fraternal 
Hall, where an eloquent welcoming 
address was delivered by Judge B. E. 
Burns, President of the Board of City 
Trustees. 

At the banquet, which was held in 
Clark’s Auditorium, Walter A. Clark, 
one of Mountain View’s chief boosters, 
presided as toastmaster. He opened 
up the speechmaking by announcing 
that the purpose of the gathering was 
to promote the interests of Mountain 
View. The guests were invited to be 
present not only to aid in boosting the 
advantages of Mountain View but to 
inculcate a spirit that will mean great 
good to the whole Peninsula. We will 
have in the near future prosperous 
times. The lands in the vicinity of 
Mountain View were becoming too 
valuable for fruit raising, and it was 
the intention to cut them up for 
suburban home sites. 

Dr. C. L. Edwords, secretary of the 
California Promotion Committee was 
then introduced as the first speaker. 
He tharrked the committee for the in¬ 
vitation he had received to attend the 
banquet and thought the text at the 
top of the menu card—“It’s not so 
much the menu, as the men you sit 
with ”—was a very good one. He was 
a great believer in promotion; in the 
upbuilding of country, civic pride, 
love of home. If you want your city 
and county to thrive, you must get be¬ 
hind a movement with energy. Where 
there is a live organization you will 
find a prosperous community. We 
are on theeveof the greatest prosperity 
ever known. Santa Clara Valley is an 
empire, but don’t leave too much to 
nature. Talk up your own town so as 
to interest outsiders. Keep everlast¬ 
ingly at it. 

The next speaker was District Attor¬ 
ney A. M. Free. He said the get-to- 
getherspiritshould prevail. Weshould 
boost our locality, boost our products 
and boost our people. 

W. E. Crossman, of Sunnyvale, 
and secretary of the Peninsula Promo¬ 
tion League, then fol lowed. He said he 
was a booster; was better at boosting 
than speaking. The Peninsula Pro¬ 
motion League had done great work 
for the Peninsula towns. It had ob¬ 
tained reduced mileage rates from the 
Southern Pacific Company. 

E. K. Johnston, editor of the San 
Jose Mercury, said the fruit lands 
about Mountain View had almost pro¬ 
hibitive values. He believed in truth¬ 
ful boosting. He hoped to see Moun¬ 
tain View have a thousand homes. 

W. J. Martin, of this city, and Pres¬ 
ident of the Peninsula Promotion 
League, devoted most of his talk to 
the question of good roads. In San 
Mateo County there is to be a campaign 
of publicity to create a favorable senti¬ 
ment for a $1,000,000 bond issue to 
build goods roads, some of which will 
lead into Santa Clara County. 

J. T. Brookes, of San Jose, said he 
had a very optimistic view of the 
prospects of Santa Clara Valley. Not 
half the truth had been told of it. 
Santa Clara County has well governed 
cities. San Jose is improving. It is 
getting good results from the booster 
train that was used a few weeks ago. 
We have the grandest valley in the 
world. 

L. P. Hathaway, editor of the Palo 
Alto Citizen, next followed. He said 
lie was not a speaker. He advised his 
hearers to read the Citizen. 

Senator Marshall Black of Palo Alto 
said he believed in men who could see 
ahead. The property on Main street 
in Mountain View is now worth $50 a 
front foot. When the town increases 
to 10,000 population it would be worth 
$250 a front foot. Mountain View is a 
wonderful little city. Its improve¬ 
ments are general, and it has better 
transportation facilities. The whole 
Peninsula has a great future. 

Clifford Owen, editor of the San Jose 
Times, had a great, ^flection for Santa 
Clara Valley. Speaking as one who 
had been away for a number of years, 
he noticed its great progress. 

C. H. Jones, superintendent of the 


acific Press Publishing Co., was the 
next speaker. He had lived many 
years in Oakland, and when his com¬ 
pany had desired to change its head¬ 
quarters it had selected Mountain 
View after visiting many other locali¬ 
ties. He complimented the people of 
the city for their progressiveness. 

J. F. Parkinson, a live and pro¬ 
gressive business man of Palo Alto, 
said Mountain View has many things 
to be proud of. He said the upbuilding 
of a locality was a matter of general¬ 
ship and brains. Some years ago he 
was induced to invest $350 in land 
near Sunnyvale, and as a result cleaned 
up about $17,000. 

Rev. R. E. Nunn said there were no 
better people on earth than in Moun¬ 
tain View. He believed the people of 
Santa Clara Valley should pull to¬ 
gether. He then told a number of 
humorous stories. 

E. I. Woodman, representing the

BLERIOT A DARING AERONAUT 

Wilbur Wright’s Tribute to French¬ 
man Who Crossed English Channel. 

“1 am glad to hear that Rleriot has 
made the Calais-Dover crossing suc¬ 
cessfully.” said Wilbur Wright when 
interviewed on M. Louis Bleriot’s suc¬ 
cessful flight across the English chan¬ 
nel. “Bleriot is one of the most dar¬ 
ing aeronauts in the world. If there 
is any feat to be performed that re¬ 
quires grit and nerve Bleriot is the 
man for the place. He is absolutely 
lacking in fear. 

‘‘1 do not know what provision he 
made for his protection during the 
crossing. From the earlier cable ac¬ 
counts I see that there was a torpedo 
boat destroyer that followed his course, 
but he seems to have lost that en 
route. A little thing like that would 
make no difference to Bleriot. If he 
had made up his mind to cross the* 
channel the only thing that would 
bother him would be the guiding of 
his machine. I believe that he would 
have attempted the flight for the pure! 
satisfaction of being the first to nego-1 
tiate it, even if he had never flown his 
machine a half dozen times and never 
?t distance equal to that crossing. 

‘‘The actual crossing of the English 
channel is not a feat that is particular-1 
ly difiP-ult from the point of view of 
scientific aeronautics.

In adapting ourselves to circum¬ 
stances we might certainly do worse 
than take a lesson from the animals. 
For instance, the way in which certain 
squirrels have adapted themselves to 
tree climbing is wonderful indeed. 

On the undersurface of their tails a 
groyp of African squirrels have de¬ 
veloped certain structures which may 
be well compared to the climbing irons 
used by men. These take the form of 
transverse rows of large, triangular, 
horny scales, with their points turned 
inward. W r hen pressed against the 
bark of a tree these scales enter the 
wood and afford material aid in climb¬ 
ing. 

Ant eaters have adopted the same 
principle. They are covered with 
scales, and they do not fail to make 
the most of them when climbing. 

Certain bats appear to have found 
their hooklike thumbs and hind feet 
insufficient for purposes of suspension. 
Accordingly they have developed suck¬ 
ers, which, in the form of stalked 
disks, are attached to the sides of 
their feet.

TO SAVEJHE BASIES 

Academy of Medicine to Handle 
the Question. 


GREAT CONGRESS PLANNED. 


Meeting to Be Held In New Haven. 

Infant Mortality to Be Studied In All 

Its Phases—The Death List Is Most 

Appalling. 

And now the babies are to have a 
show. Their rl^ht to life and to all 
that promotes health in the way of 
favorable environment and of favor¬ 
able physical, mental and moral in 
heritances is to be made the subject of 
a campaign by the American Academy 
of Medicine. 

As an initial step in the movement a 
conference is to be held in New Haven 
next November, at which leading phy¬ 
sicians, sociologists and educators 
from all parts of the United States 
will join forces in a study of the prob¬ 
lem. The general subject of the con¬ 
ference will be “The Prevention of In¬ 
fant Mortality,” and the four aspects 
under which it will be considered are 
the medical, philanthropic, institutional 
and educational. 

Dr. James II. Mason Knox, Jr., of 
the Johns Hopkins Medical school, 
Baltimore, is chairman of the section 
on medical prevention, and Dr. Rich¬ 
ard A. Urquhart, also of Baltimore, is 
secretary of the section. Such topics 
ns congenital debility, improper care 
and environment, communicable dis¬ 
eases and the dangers which arise 
from unhealthful surroundings and un¬ 
cleanly or unsuitable food will have 
right of way in tlds section. Edward 
T. Devine, editor of the Survey, for¬ 
merly Charities and the Commons, 
Schiff professor of social economy of 
Columbia university. New York, and 
one of the best known social workers 
in the United States, is chairman of 
the section on philanthropic preven¬ 
tion; Homer Folks, secretary of the 
Now York State Charities Aid asso 
elation, of that on institutional pre¬ 
vention, and Professor C. E. A. Wins¬ 
low of the laboratory of sanitary re¬ 
search of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology that on Educational pre¬ 
vention, 

Slaughter of the Innocents. 

That thousands upon thousands of 
children fail to get the chance just to 
keep on living is proved every year by 
a glance at the mortality tables. The 
last iigures of the government reports 
available are those of 1907 for the fif¬ 
teen largest cities in point of popula¬ 
tion in the United States. They show 
that during the single year ending 
June 1, 1907, the number of deaths of 
children under two years of age was 
nearly 00,000. New York city took 
first rank in this slaughter of the in¬ 
nocents with 21,882 deaths out of a 
total of 79,030 deaths of persons of all 
ages. Chicago came next with 8,381 
out of a total mortality of 32,198. 
Philadelphia had 0.032 out of a total 
mortality of 27.470, Baltimore 3,974 
out of 11,182 and Washington 1,339 
out of a total mortality of 0.343. 

The New Haven conference is to be 
held under the auspices of the Amer¬ 
ican Academy of Medicine, and Dr. 
Helen C. Putnam of Providence, II. I., 
formerly president of the academy, is 
chairman of the executive committee. 
Other members of this committee are 
Dr. George* Blumer, professor of the 
theory and practice of medicine of the 
Yale Medical school; Dr. F. H. (lerrish, 
the distinguished surgeon of Portland, 
Me.; Dr. 1). C. llawley of Burlington, 
Vt.; Dr. J. Madison Taylor of Phila¬ 
delphia; Dr. James II. McBride of 
Pasadena, Cal., t lie newly elected 
president of the academy, and Dr. 
Charles Mclntlr.e of Easton, I'a., the 
secretary of the academy. 

The members of the advisory com¬ 
mittee include Miss Jane Addams of 
Hull House, Chicago, who has just 
been elected president of the national 
conference of charities and correc¬ 
tion; Dr. Charles V. Chapin, superin¬ 
tendent of health. Providence; Profess¬ 
or Irving Fisher of Yale university, 
president of the committee of one hun¬ 
dred on national health of the Amer¬ 
ican Association For the Advancement 
of Science; Dr. Laura Drake Gill, 
president of the Association of Col¬ 
legiate Alumnae; Dr. Charles R. Hen 
derson, professor of sociology of the 
University of Chicago, and several 
others. 

Problems to Be Considered. 

All the problems which affect the 
life and health of the little ones wil' 
be touched upon In the section on edu¬ 
cational prevention. The sources of a 
city’s milk supply may be investigated 
first of all for the sake of the babies’ 
health. Sanitary conditions in the 
home, especially in tenement houses 
and other dwellings where sanitation 
is not the crowning thought of the in¬ 
mates. will also be looked into, and, in 
fact, everything that has a bearing 
upon ouu uealth of little chil¬ 


dren will receive the careful thought 
of eminent scientists and others com¬ 
petent to deal with such masters. 

The outcome cannot fail to be of 
vast benefit to the babies and to the 
grownup folks as well.

Wagon Masters of Freighting Days 
May Meet In Independence, Mo. 

William Z. Hickman of Independ¬ 
ence, Mo., has suggested a meeting of 
old “wagon masters” or drivers of 
wagons on the old Santa Fe trail as 
a feature of the coining meeting of 
the Independence fair. Mr. Hickman 
was county clerk of Jackson county 
soon after the civil war.

Utah Now Produces Rubber. 

Recently in Wasatch county, Utah 
adjacent deposits of elaterite in that 
region, a new substance known as 
tabbyite, called after Chief Tabby of 
the Unita Indians, wuo revealed the 
deposits to the whites, has been found 
to reduce elaterite to a practical work¬ 
ing basis as rubber. Belts, mats, in 
sulation material, etc., have already 
been turned out by an amalgamation 
of the two mineral substances. Chem 
leal analysis shows the proper propor¬ 
tions of the constituents of rubber.

TEST OF JAP RAILROAD TIES. 


Santa Fe to Try Coca-bola Shipment 
Near Great Bend, Kan. 

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
road Is making arrangemtns for a 
series of experiments. with a new kind 
of railroad ties which will be observed 
with interest by every railroad In the 
United States. 

The Santa Fe has purchased a large 
shipment in Japan of coca-bola and Jap¬ 
anese oak ties, which were recently 
landed In California and are now being 
prepared for use on the Santa Fe 
tracks In Kansas. The experimentstfce 
to be conducted at Great Bend, Kan. 

This wood from Japan when deliv¬ 
ered In California costs the railroad 
about $1.15 a tie, or a little more than 
Is paid for American lies. The wood 
Is so hard that it is said to be almost 
impossible to drive a spike into it. and 
it is expected to be capable of twenty- 
five to thirty years’ wear. Holes will 
have to be bored into the wood, and 
screw spikes will he used. When laid 
the cost of the ties will be in the 
neighborhood of $2 each. The ship¬ 
ment received contains 170,000 ties. 

When the ties are placed in position 
new rails will be laid and the track 
will be reballasted, so that it will af¬ 
ford an accurate medium for observa¬ 
tion and tests. It is claimed that It 
will then be one of the finest pieces 
of railroad track in the world. 


Polyglot Newspaper. 

A polyglot newspaper printed in a 
dozen languages is to be established 
by the United Societies For Local Self 
Government For the Advancement of 
the Home Rule and Personal Liberty 
Principles, says a Chicago dispatch. 
The publication is to he issued weekly 
and at the start is to he printed in 
English. German, Polish, Bohemian 
and Italian, the intention being to ex¬ 
tend tlie editions until every national¬ 
ity represented in the society has an 
issue printed in its own language.

Memorial to Grover Cleveland. 

A highway marked by giant bowl¬ 
ders, ornamented by shrubbery with 
Inscribed tablets liberally interspers 
ed, is the memorial planned to the 
memory of the late Grover Cleveland 
in New Hampshire. This highway will 
be an extension and improvement of 
ti nt built by Mr. Cleveland from his 
estate to the town of Tamworth, N-. H.. 
which he presented to the town. The 
road will he built and maintained by 
Tamwortb citizens. 


Clung by One Hand to Steering Wheel 
as Accident to Flying Car, Going 
Ninety Miles an Hour, Lifted Him In 
Air on Long Island Motor Parkway. 

Alone in a big 100 horsepower racing 
uutomobile, running ninety miles an 
hour on the Long Island motor park¬ 
way, Willie K. Vanderbilt, Jr., re 
cently performed an almost unbeliev 
able feat of good driving and cool 
courage that saved him from being 
crushed to death In the most danger¬ 
ous sort of accident. 

Ever since he has been operating 
high powered machines, a matter of 
ten or twelve years, young Mr. Van¬ 
derbilt has enjoyed a title among ex¬ 
perts which the public has seldom 
heard. They call him, and mean it, 
“the best racing driver in America.” 
Various spectacular exploits of the 
hairbreadth sort made his reputation. 
But none of his feats quite equals his 
latest one. 

Mr. Vanderbilt drove from his home 
at Lakeville to the race course, which 
he helped to found, in his new $15,000 
Renault machine. 

Started Out For a Record. 

When he got upon the concrete sur¬ 
face of the parkway, over which part 
of the Vanderbilt cup race of last 
year was run, the idea occurred to 
him to go after the record of the 
course. Recently one of the profes¬ 
sional drivers covered the twelve miles 
of concreted roads in eight minutes 
flat. The young millionaire sportsman 
thought he could beat this with his 
new car. 

He sent the Renault, “under wraps,” 
one fast lap in a trifle over ten min¬ 
utes, taking the time by a stop watch 
fastened to his steering wheel. Then 
lie opened up a little more and made 
a second lap in a shade above uiue 
minutes. The third lap was the one 
lie really intended to be the record 
breaker. There was no other car on 
the course, and conditions were per¬ 
fect for a wonderful speed test. 

With a fast flying start at Westbury, 
Mr. Vanderbilt shoved his gas and spark 
controls wide open, and the big racer 
leaped ahead with a roar of explosions. 
It boomed across the little wooden 
bridges that carry the course over the 
public highways and racketed through 
the cutouts where it runs on the level 
at seventy,eighty and then ninety miles 
an hour, with the daring driver hold¬ 
ing it steady to the center of the twen 
ty foot road. 

The Renault shot past the big grand 
stand, skidded around a right hand 
curve into the next to the last straight¬ 
away stretch of the twelve miles and 
plunged forward toward Central park 
away ahead of the record. It seemed 
likely that Mr. Vanderbilt would cover 
the course in a good many seconds less 
than eight minutes, which means trav¬ 
eling more than ninety miles an hour. 

In Peril When Crank Pin Broke. 

But in the Central park stretch the 
universal joint broke. That is the 
mechanism that transfers the power 
from the < rank shaft under the four 
big cylinders to the driving shaft that 
runs to the rear axle. The universal 
joint iu a Renault is directly under 
the little iron seat upon which the 
driver sits. 

With tremendous force the big steel 
mechanism, released from the crank 
shaft, plunged upward and struck 
against the iron seat. It had almost 
the impetus of a cannon ball. The 
blow flung Mr. Vanderbilt upward and 
forward. First his breast struck against 
the steering wheel'; then lie shot head 
first out over the car’s sloping hood. 

By what seemed like a miracle he 
managed to grab the wheel again as 
he shot high over it, and for an instant 
all Ills weight was upon one hand, like 
an acrobat posing on a bar with his 
feet aloft. As Ills body turned and 
his feet struck the sloping hood he still 
olung with the one hand to the wheel. 
He had turned almost a complete som¬ 
ersault and hadn’t been shaken off. 

When the joint broke, no more 
power, of course, was sent to the rear 
wheels, so now the ear was coasting. 
The plunging of the loose shaft had 
half locked the wheels, too, greatly re¬ 
ducing the speed. But It was still 
going fast enough to be death dealing. 

Kept His Presence of Mind. 

While Mr. Vanderbilt clung to the 
wheel, the car turned suddenly from 
the! center of the road to one side and 
begau to climb a steep embankment. 

It was as good as certain that if it 
ever got halfway up it would turn 
over upon its kide and perhaps bury 
the driver beneath its great bulk. 
But he didu’t let it. With another re¬ 
markable contortion he managed to 
grasp the acieugency brake. He 


jammed it fast and brought the big 
gray racer to a stop with its blunt nose 
only a few feet up the embankment. 
One lamp was smashed, but the ex¬ 
ternal machine was not otherwise 
wrecked. 

Mr. Vanderbilt found that he wasn’t 
at all injured, so he walked to the 
nearest telephone and called up a 
garage in New York to send a couple 
of expert mechanicians out in his 
Hotchkiss car. He did not say what 
had happened. When the men arrived 
at the place they found him calmly 
tinkering with the disabled Renault. 
He told them in a matter .,i fact way 
what had caused the breakdown and 
reemed more interested in the tech¬ 
nical side of the situation than iu the 
|»art he had played.—New York Araer- 
l:au.

Edison’s Plan to Provide Cement 
Houses at $10 Per Month. 


THEY WILL NOT ALL BE ALIKE 


Different Ornamentation and Wide Va¬ 
riety of Plans From the Same Molds. 

Cost $1,200 to Build a House For One 

Family. 

“The men In my shop wanted to make 
a plain panel for the house, one with¬ 
out ornamentation, but I told them we 
would give the workingman and his 
family ornamental work for their fu¬ 
ture homes. They deserve it, and, be¬ 
sides, it costs no more after the pat¬ 
tern is made to give decorative effect 
than it would to make everything 
plain.” 

These words, spoken by Thomas A. 
Edison a few days ago as he stood on 
the steps of his laboratory at Orange, 
N.‘ J., hold out an interesting future 
for the workingman who is proud of 
his home. His words revealed not only 
his real motive in the latest work the 
great inventor has been undertaking, 
but they demonstrate the fact that he 
had attained the success he had been 
aiming at for the last eight years—to 
provide for the workingman the 
chance of possessing a substantial and 
attractive home for little money. 

In recent years Edison has been a 
philanthropist. For nearly ten years 
he has been working out various prob¬ 
lems for the welfare of his fellow men, 
but in all that time he has been trying 
to evolve something that would make 
the struggle for existence easier and 
pleasanter for the workingman, and 
he has accomplished a great thing. In¬ 
stead of living as he does at present 
In a dingy tenement or stuffy, unat¬ 
tractive apology for a house, the wage 
earner will soon be able to live in a 
miniature palace. 

Can Pour a House. 

This prospect lias been brought 
about by Mr. Edison’s new “poured 
cement house,” which is about to be¬ 
come a factor in twentieth century 
building construction. 

It is Edison's hope to erect for the 
millions who dwell in tenements high¬ 
ly ornamental, waterproof and vermin 
proof houses in the suburbs for $1,200 
each, and on tin* proposition that 
for $10 a month the workingman can 
live in a detached, sanitary cement 
house, with a yard for the children to 
play in, Edison went ahead and per¬ 
fected his processes. To this work 
Edison has given his best thought. 

Architects and engineers and. in fact, 
all technical men who have a knowl¬ 
edge of the properties of concrete 
greeted the first announcement of the 
Edison jioured house two years ago 
with incredulity and smiles. 

Some of the Objections. 

The mo3t frequent objection or criti¬ 
cism offered was the apparent im¬ 
practicability of pouring concrete into 
an intricate set of molds and secur¬ 
ing a surface throughout that would 
be free from imperfections. “It will 
clog,” “It will not flow,” were expres¬ 
sions heard on all sides. Then objec¬ 
tions were offered on artistic grounds. 
“Imagine a city of houses every one 
of which is like all the others. It Is 
preposterous," was said. 

Mr. Edison has answered all these 
objections to the full satisfaction of 
the most critical. Here are the impor¬ 
tant facts about th<* poured house: 

He has produced a mixture of a 
consistency almost like water which 
holds the stone or aggregates in sus¬ 
pension, allows, the mixture to flow 
freely to all parts of the molds and 
secures a uniform distribution -of the 
aggregates throughout the mass. The 
molds are adapted to variations of ar¬ 
rangement, thus making It possible to 
change the style of houses with the 
same set of molds. With five or six 
sets of molds, therefore, a wide variety 
of style is possible. 

Following is a description of one of 
Edison’s $1,200 poured cement houses 
for one family, with a floor plan 25 by 
30 feet: 

It Is intended to be built on lots 
40 by (50 feet, giving lawn and small 
garden room. The front porch extends 
eight feet and the back porch three 
feet. On the first floor is a large 
front room, 14 by 23 and nine and 
one-half feet high, intended as a living 
room, and a kitchen in the back, 14 by 
20 and one and one-half feet high. 
In the corner of the front room is a 
wide staircase leading to the second 
floor. 

Plenty of Light and Air. 

This contains two large bedrooms, a 
wide hall and a roomy bathroom. 
The third floor has two large rooms. 
Each room has large windows, so 
there is an abundance of light and 
fresh air. The cellar, seven feet six 
inches high, extends under the whole 
house and will contain the boiler, 
washtubs and coal bunker. The .dec¬ 


orations will be cast with the house 
and will therefore be a part of the 
structure. 

In preparing the cement for the house 
the concrete, after being mixed, will 
be dumped into large tanks, from 
which it will be conveyed to a distrib¬ 
uting tank on the roof or top of the 
forms. A large number of open 
troughs or pipes will lead the mixture 
to various openings in the roofs, 
whence it will flow down and fill all 
parts of the nu>lds to the footings in 
the basement till it overflows at the 
tip of the roof. The actual pouring 
will require about six hours. 

The fact has been absolutely demon¬ 
strated that a mixture is produced that 
litis all the characteristics of a liquid 
and fills all interstices and openings - 
Cement World 

DEFIER OF SUN’S RAYS. 


How a Cloth Used In India Protects 
Its Wearers From Heat. 

In the recent period of very hot 
weather many persons whose lives 
might lnrve been saved, according to 
physicians, died of sunstroke in New 
York city. The figures of the depart¬ 
ment of health show that in the week 
ended July 3 thirty-two persons died 
of insolation. In the corresponding 
period last year only five persons died 
from the same cause, but of course the 
weather was much cooler then. 

Physicians declare that one of the 
chief reasons for so many deaths is 
that apparently no effort is made to 
select suitable clothing for summer, 
either in respect to color or material. 
This is particularly true in the cases 
of New Y'ork city’s guardians, the po¬ 
licemen * and firemen, who from tin 
very nature of their occupations arc 
exposed to extreme heat, either direct 
ly from the sun* or of artificial origin 
And yet these men are obliged by tin 
city government to wear heavy uni 
forms of dark color, which more readi 
ly absorb the sun’s rays than anythin? 
else, and in the cases of the policemen 
at least are obliged to wear them tight 
ly buttoned. Many policemen have 
complained of this handicap this sum 
mer. 

In this connection the department o 
commerce and labor recently issued a 
bulletin concerning a cloth specially 
made for those exposed to the sun. 
Consul General William II. Michael of 
Calcutta has sent samples of the cloth 
which Is manufactured In India for 
the use of farmers and others, and 
writes concerning it. The cloth Is 
called thatcho and shikari. It Is made 
on scientific principles to conform to 
nature’s plan of warding off the sun’s 
rays, as exemplified in the color of the 
skin and the pigments under the skin. 
The retail price of woolen thatcho In 
Calcutta Is $2 per yard, double width 
and of cotton thatcho G6 cents per 
yard, single width. The retail price of 
green shikari is 33 cents per yard 
single width. 

Samples of the cloth will be lent 
by (he bureau of manufacturers to 
American textile Interests. 


TO BUSINESS IN AIRSHIP. 


John Shepard, a Boston Merchant, 
Wants a Safe Aeroplane. 

An airship soaring above Boston 
harbor and eventually coming tr 
rest upon a specially equipped plat¬ 
form on top of a high building is the 
daily spectacle which Bostonians may 
witness if the plans of John Shepard 
one of Boston’s wealthy merchants 
and a promoter of all outdoor sports, 
are carried out: 

Shepard, much to the interest of his 
many friends, asserts that he is in the 
market for an airship that will carry 
him on his daily trip from his sum 
mer home at Phillips Beach, Swfuip 
scott, Mass., to Boston. 

“People can’t go fast enough on 
earth,” he asserts. “There are too 
many' hindrances. You have to go in 
a roundabout route to reach a given 
destination. In the air it is all dif¬ 
ferent. Just as soon as I am assured 
that air travel is safe I shall pur¬ 
chase an aeroplane and make my daily 
trips in the latest and most speedy 
manner. 

“I have'been planning to get my first 
impressions of air travel by taking a 
balloon trip. After that, if an aero 
plane can be found that Is pronounced 
safe, you can say that John Shepard 
will do his traveling by air.” 

Today at seventy-five years Shepard 
is as keen a lover of the novel sport as 
those of the younger generation. Dur¬ 
ing his leisure time at Phillips Beach 
he busies himself with a huge collec¬ 
tion of literature concerning the doings 
of the Wright brothers and others who 
are now making aeroplane travel an 
assured success.

“Why don’t you ministers tell the 
people to take care of their bodies? 
How is a man going to save his soul 
if his liver is out of order? 

“You are too fat. Don’t you know 
that you would be a better man and a 
better Christian if you took exercise? 
Don’t you know that a physical cow¬ 
ard is a moral coward as well, as a 
rule?” 

“Perhaps you're right.” 

“If you want to stop men from drink¬ 
ing make them take exercise, and then 
they won't crave stimulants. I never 
drink or smoke when I am in training: 
don't want to. It is only when I am 
loafing that I eat and drink too much. 
That is one reason why I am going to 
get in the ring again.” 

“You and I agree, Mr. Jeffries.” 

“Then why don’t you say so? Why 
do you preachers always condemn box¬ 
ing? It is the greatest athletic exer¬ 
cise there is. Not only that, but it 
teaches a man how to take care of 
himself.

You are not as apt to get hurt boxing 
as you are playing football or wres¬ 
tling.

“Once in awhile there is a minis¬ 
ter who is enough of a man among 
men to get up and tell the people to 
play ball on Sunday, if they can't play 
it any other day, or go fishing or do 
something else that is going to take 
them out in the air and build up their 
overtaxed bodies and brains, but it 
isn’t very often.

Experiment With Milking Machines. 

The Nebraska experiment station of 
the department of agriculture at 
Washington Is experimenting with 
milking machines. A preliminary re¬ 
port on the progress of the investiga¬ 
tion, recently issued by the depart¬ 
ment, contains this Information: 

“It has been found that most of the 
cows yield their milk as freely and 
fully wheu milked with a machine as 
by hand, but with some individual 
cows the use of the machine Is not en¬ 
tirely successful. Heifers accustomed 
to the machines from the first appear 
to do better than older cows which 
have been milked by hand.”

State of California did at the session 
of 1907 pass what is commonly known 
as the “County Highway Act” where¬ 
by the people of any county may le- 
quire the Board of Supervisors of the 
county to put the Highway Act in 
operation by petition of ten per cent of 
the voter-freeholders of the county, 
whereupon a highway commission of 
three members shall be appointed witli 
full power to lay out a system of high¬ 
ways; engage competent engineers and 
make a report of the cost of such a 
system of county highways; where¬ 
upon the Board of Supervisors, if it 
approves the report as submitted, shall 
call a bond election according to law 
and submit the matter of highway 
bonds to the people of the county, 
and should the bonds carry the high¬ 
way commission of three members 
shall proceed forthwith with the con¬ 
struction of the highway system as 
voted by the people, having full charge 
of the same until the entire system is 
completed. 

Now, Therefore, The Board of Super¬ 
visors of San Mateo County, believing 
the people should take advantage of 
the County Highway Act, do hereby 
set September 120, 1909, as the day for 
hearing such petitions as the people of 
San Mateo County may present in the 
matter of county highways to be con¬ 
structed under the law of 1907. 

Action on the offer of the Water- 
house & Brice Company to install fire¬ 
proof doors and windows in the court¬ 
house was laid over until next meet¬ 
ing- 

Adjourned until Wednesday, Aug¬ 
ust 4th. 

Wednesday’s Meeting. 

The Board of Supervisors met in 
adjourned session on Wednesday. 

In the matter of the petition of San 
Bruno residents asking the board for a 
lighting district, District Attorney 


Bullock having declared the petition 
invalid, action was laid over until the 
next meeting when a new petition will 
be presented. 

Similar petitions from residents of 
Crocker Tract, Hillcrest, Vista Grande 
and Colma were referred back to the 
petitioners upon recommendation of 
District Attorney Bullock with the 
understanding that those districts 
combine in one new petition and pre¬ 
sent it at next meeting. 

The offerof theO’Brien Construction 
Company to substitute metal doors 
and windows in the new courthouse at 
a cost of $7900, on which a rebate of 
$2500 is to be allowed for material and 
labor, was accepted upon motion of 
Supervisor Francis, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Blackburn. 

The Balo Alto Electric Works was 
awarded the contract to install a sys¬ 
tem of conduits for telephone wires in 
the courthouse at a cost of $585, upon 
motion of Supervisor Blackburn, sec¬ 
onded by Supervisor McEvoy. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Black¬ 
burn, seconded by Supervisor Francis, 
a contract was awarded the Peck- 
Judah Information Bureau to dis¬ 
tribute 6000 booklets advertising San 
Mateo County, recently supplied by 
the Sunset Magazine. The cost of such 
distribution to be $75.

PROMOTION COMMITTEE 
PROGRESSJULLETIN 

Tourist travel to California has been 
notably great during the month, owing 
to the annual convention of the Order 
of Elks at Los Angeles, and the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacilic Exposition at 
Seattle. Special trains carrying thou¬ 
sands have come from all parts of the 
country. In working for the future 
similar lines it is announced by the 
California Promotion Committee that 
the annual convention of the National 
Education Association has been se 
cured for San Francisco for 1910. 

Reports of the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company show that San 
Francisco and Los Angeles have 
greater distribution of telephones, ac¬ 
cording to population than any other 
cities in the United States, and that 
San Francisco has not yet been com¬ 
pletely rehabilitated with telephones. 

Early reports received by The Com¬ 
mittee from fruit districts have been 
fully verified by the crops now being 
harvested, showing that the present 
crop will be a material increase over 
that of last year. 

Reports from all parts of the State 
show the establishment of many new 
manufacturing plants, and also in¬ 
creased interest and activity in the es¬ 
tablishment of irrigation and power 
plants, and in the construction of elec¬ 
tric railroads. 

Careful estimate made of the total 
industrial output of California for the 
year 1908 place the value at $1,005,- 
000,000.

This same 
building is the home of the Merchants’

have the various organizations work 
in close harmony. 

In July, 1906, with permission of the 
Board of Park Commissioners, The 
Committee built and occupied Califor¬ 
nia Building, Union Square, and was 
thus enabled to continue its great 
work in the midst of the rebuilding 
that was going on, it being the first 
institution to be rehabilitated in the 
burned district. The co-operation of 
the Park Commissioners was such that 
the work done by The Committee was 
uninterrupted during all the time of 
stress following the fire, and now that 
the conditions down town have re¬ 
turned to normal The Committee has 
presented its building to the Board of 
Park Commissioners, and has secured 
commodious quarters on the second 
floor of the Merchants’ Exchange 
Building. 

The Committee extends a cordial in¬ 
vitation to all who visit Ban Francisco 
to gp to its new headquarters for any 
information relating to City or State, 
or to see how the great work of State 
building is being done.

BRIAND’S RAPID RISE. 

New French Premier is a Socialist and 
a Man of Studious Habits. 

The rise of . Aristide Briand, the new 
premier of France, has been so rapid 
that the biographical dictionaries have 
not had time to notice him. The most 
recorded outside of France about him 
is contained in newspaper clippings, 
which feature his work on the legisla¬ 
tion separating the church and state 
iu France and, most talked about of 
all, his declaration for trial marriages, 
divorce by mutual agreement and free’ 
love. 

The latest editi Hr of the French 
“Who's Who" says that M. Briand was 
born in Nantes on .March 28, 1862, and 
that he attended school in that city. 
There is no mention of university 
training, but he became a lawyer. He 
was elected to represent the Loire in 
the chamber of deputies. Five years 
ago he was known only among his own 
party, the Socialists. 

lie was appointed reporter of the 
church and state separation bill and 
soon became recognized as a high au¬ 
thority on the subject. He aimed to 
draw up a bill broadly liberal in spirit, 
but devoid of fanaticism, and designed 
to assure freedom of worship and con¬ 
science. For his work on that bill he 
was elevated to the post of minister of 
public instruction and worship in 1906. 

During the church and state troubles 
he acted with firmness and modera¬ 
tion. and after the death of M, Guyot- 
Dessaigne on Dec. 31, 1907, he was 
appointed minister of justice, retain¬ 
ing also the ministry of worship. 

It was last year that his name got 
in the newspapers as one who favored 
trial marriages, divorce by mutual 
agreement and free love. Early in 
the year Paul Bourget’s play, “Un Di¬ 
vorce,” presented at the Vaudeville 
in Paris, caused a sensation. It dealt 
with the divqrce question, holding that 
marriage was a sacrament and ful¬ 
minating against the idea of divorce. 

Though the Bourget play preached 
against the ideas of the minister of 
justice last year, votes taken every 
night in the very theater in which It 
was produced were overwhelmingly in 
favor of M. Briand’s ideas as against 
those of M. Bourget. 

M. Briand is a man of studious dis¬ 
position and early won a reputation 
among his associates as a scholar. He 
adopted the doctrines of the Revolu¬ 
tionary Socialists early in life and is 
the author of “The Separation of the 
Ohureli and the State,"publishd in 1906-
